Report  of  the  Hedical  Officer  of  Health  for  1949* 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hornsea. 


Sir,  or  Madam, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1949. 

The  vital  statistics  reveal  little  change  in  the  birth  and  death 
rates  for  the  district  which  shew  a small  decrease  compared  with  last 
year.  The  Regis  trar-G-eneral1  s estimation  of  the  population  for  mid- 
1949  shews  a ten  per  cent  increase  on  the  preceding  year  and  it  is  of 
some  interest  to  record  that  for  the  decade  1938/47  our  population,  as 
computed  by  the  data  available,  was  practically  stationary. 

The  incidonce  of  notifiable  disease  was  light  throughout  the  year. 
During  the  first  half  of  the  yoar  a few  cases,  chiefly  measles  and 
whooping  cough,  OGCur3?e~&,  the  last  quarter  being  practically  free  from 
infectious  disease. 

Rainfall.  The  year  was  a dry  one,  the  rainfall  being  well  below  the 
average  - 18.22  inches.  In  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  rainfall 
was  only  6.55  ins.  whereas  that  of  the  last  quarter  was  7*18  ins.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water.  Water  is  purchased  in  bul£  from  the  Hull  Corporation  and  is 
distributed  by  the  Council.

average  of  167,500  gall o ns ? which  is  equivalent  to  31  gallons  per  head 
of  population  per  day. 

Two  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  piped  supply  wore  carried 
out  during  the  year  both  being  found  satisfactory. 

AH  the  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  a piped  supply* 

A shortage  of  water  was  experienced  during  the  months  of  Octobor- 
December,  and  it  was  necessary  to  shut  off  the  supply  from  9 p*n.  to 
5 a.m.  on  two  nights  per  week. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  sowers  on  the  Hornsea  Burton  Housing  Site  have  been  extended 
as  the  erection  of  further  houses  has  mado  necessary. 

The  proposed  new  outfall  sewer  work3  made  no  progress  during 
the  year,  owing  at  first  to  the  difficulty  o:q?erienced  in  obtaining 
pipes  of  the  requisite  size,  and  later  to  a Ministry  of  Health 
decision  to  defer  the  scheme  on  the  grounds  of  national  economy. 

The  sewer  was  in  a seriously  defective  condition  disgorging  its 
contents  over  the  beach  at  low  states  of  the  tide  to  the 
consternation  and  embarrassment  of  those  responsible  for  the  health 
and  well-being  of  the  district. 

Recently?  further  strong  representations  have  load  to  the 
decision  to  defer  the  scheme  being  revoked  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
works  will  commence  in  the  Spring  of  1951  when  sufficient  pipes  may 
have  accumulated  at  the  site. 
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public  Cleans ing. 

All  the  house  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  incineration,  the  material 
being  collected  by  motor  transport  at  approximately  weekly  intervals.

New  Houses, 


The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  Council’s  estate  of  202  houses  as 
originally  planned  approaching  completion.  The  six  shops,  very 
attractively  sited  in  the  centre  of  the  estate,  alone  remains  to 
complete  the  scheme.  pespito  delays  due  to  shortage  of  materials, 
slowing  of  work  due  to  inclement  weather  and  many  other  hindrances 
the  work  has  proceeded s^editiou'sty and  the  scheme  has  transformed 
a few  acres  of  poor  pasture  land  into  a very  desirable  residential 
area  the  like  of  which  would  bo  difficult  to  find  in  a small  urban 
district .
